1 . SERIES OF FRONT PAGE FEATURE ARTICLES IN TONGA ILBO EN- 
TITLED "HOPES FOR CONSULTATIONS ON WITHDRAWAL" HAS BEEN 
PARTICULARLY INTERESTING, FIRST TWO ARTICLES GIVING POINT OF 
VIEW OF SENIOR ROK POLITICIANS HO CHONG, FORMER PRIME 
MINISTER, AND DR. YU CHIN-O, FORMER NDP PRESIDENT. BOTH 
TOOK LINE THAT SECURITY OF KOREA IS PROBLEM TRANSCENDING 
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CONFRONTATION BETWEEN NORTH AND SOUTH AND IS IMPORTANT FOR 
U.S. WORLD STRATEGY. HO FRANKLY EXPRESSED HOPE THAT 
PRESIDENT CARTER WOULD RECONSIDER PHASEOUT PLAN AND SHELVE 
IT. YU DID NOT OPPOSE "KOREANIZATION OF KOREAN ISSUE," BUT 
FELT U.S. TROOPS SHOULD REMAIN TO CHECK PRC AND USSR: 
"OTHERWISE, USF/K PHASEOUT WILL SERIOUSLY AFFECT KOREA'S 
STABILITY, REGARDLESS OF ROK MILITARY BUTT, PUP."

SUGGEST SOME POINTS ROKG MAY BE CONSIDERING FOR MAY 24 
CONSULTATIONS. KIM CHOM-GON, DEAN, GRADUATE SCHOOL OF

TRANSFERRED TO ROK.) IN ADDITION, KIM ASSERTS U.S. MUST 
PROMISE, IN "CLEAREST, MOST EFFECTIVE WAY" TO NORTH KOREA, 

PRC, AND USSR AS WELL AS ROK, RE-INTERVENTION (TO INCLUDE 
NUCLEAR WEAPONS) IN EVENT OF ANOTHER SOUTHWARD ATTACK, AND 
THAT U.S. MUST NOT PROCEED TO NEXT STEP OF PHASED WITH- 
DRAWAL WITHOUT "CLEAR AND POSITIVE" RESPONSE FROM COMMUNIST

RATHER THAN WAR, FOR "SUFFICIENT" US-ROK CONSULTATIONS ON 
WITHDRAWAL PLAN, AND FOR U.S. GUARANTEE OF NUCLEAR SUPPORT
